It is noted that in February, 1973, Subject ran 
for a vacancy on the Fort Hall Indian Reservation Tribal 
Council and lost the election. BOYER espoused liberal 
philosophies and support of AIM in his campaign, but 
was beaten by KELSEY EDMO, a staunch conservative, 


Contacts with sources on the Reservation familiar 
with BOYER's activities report no evidence is available to 
contact BOYER financially with AIM. However, BOYER is 
most certainly an AIM sympathizer and if confronted with 
outside AIM leadership would certainly assist in Fort Hall 
disruptions, | 


is noted that BOYER has an official Post Office 
Box of Blackfoot, Idaho, but resides on the Fort Hall 
Indian Reservation, Idaho, 


The investigative period of this case has exceeded 
the time allowable by the Bureau for background investigations 
and a determination would normally be made at this time as 
to whether a summary report with recommendation for inclusion 
on the ADEX is needed, There are insuffici ounds to 
recommend BOYER for inclusion, but sal Fecomiends b6 
this case be kept open for an additional sixty days.

Each of the sources indicated MEANS' primary 
objective of the speech was to obtain funds for the defense 


of persons charged with the takeover of Wounded Knee, South 
Dakota. 
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
